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Last week I addressed the children in general because 
I talked on the religious life in general, to which both boys 
and girls may aspire. Today I am directing my letter to 
the boys, because I intend to speak to them about the Holy 
Priesthood. 

The Priesthood is the highest office to which God can 
raise a human being. Through the Sacrament of Holy 
Orders God associates a young man with Himself in the min- 
istry of saving souls. He makes the young man His repre- 
sentative among men to administer His Sacraments, to offer 
up a daily worship worthy of Him, to preach His gospel, etc. 

You know how Jesus Himself selected His Apostles, took 
them away from their homes, from their former surround- 
ings, and taught them in His seminary, so to speak, for three 
years. During this time they had the advantage of His 
beautiful example and of His heavenly wisdom. Then He 
ordained them priests, empowered to forgive sin and to con- 
secrate and offer His body and blood ia the Sacrifice of the 
Mass. Later he ordered them to go out into the world and 
spread His religion. 

Now these Apostles, because they were sent by Christ, as 
He Himself was sent by the Heavenly Father, were, so to 
speak, “other Christs.” Just as Christ had to make pro- 
vision for the continuation of his work immediately fol- 
lowing His ascension to Heaven, so the Apostles had, in turn, 
to make provision for the continuance of their work after 
their martyrdom. Hence, they selected and ordained others 
who were similarly commissioned. 

The Bishops and priests of the Catholic Church today 
hold the same office in God’s plan of salvation that the Apos- 
tles held. St. Paul calls them ‘‘Ambassadors of Christ,” 
“Dispensers of the Mysteries of God,” “Other Christs.” 

Children of the rising generation must fill this high office 
for the peeple of tomorrow. 

Now, you may be interested in knowing just what the 
Church requires in an aspirant to the priesthood. Pope Pius 
X settled this question when he declared that the two things 
requisite are “a right intention and fitness for the priestly 
state,” 

You will have the right intention if you do not enter the 
priesthood in order to please your parents,in order to win the 
esteem of people, or in order to pass what some erroneously 
believe to be an easy life. Your intention should be super- 
natural; it should flow from a desire to be enlisted in the 
noble work of saving souls, to enable you to promote your 
own sanctification better.

Her chil- 
dren’s children have dragged their halting way by her tomb, as they traveled 
the road of exile into Babylon, and the noise of the thudding feet has wrung 
her mother’s heart. Gone are her dear ones, forgetful of her and of God, 
Whom she had taught them to love—and “they are not,” Some, indeed, may 
yet be alive with the life of the body, grievous though fhat be and torn with 
the lashes that never cease their hissing, but one and all “they are not; 
they are dead to the life, that alone is life, the life of the soul at peace and 
at home with God. They had forgotten to go to the Temple of God and 
learn there of His law and His love and had sought to find lasting comfort 
for their souls in the husk of the things of time and now the voice of Rachel 
is lifted up and the hills of Bethlehem echo with her wailing, “because they 
are not.” 

May we not today hear a like “voice of mourning and weeping,” the 
voice not of Rachel but of one far tenderer, far truer than Rachel, yes than 
the best of mothers weeping “and refusing to be comforted?” It takes a 
deal to make a strong man weep and these are the-tears of the “mighty One 
of Israel,” of the “man Christ Jesus,” and we are the cause of His tears, 
Out from the tabernacle, where His love made Him prisoner nearly nineteen 
hundred years ago and has kept Him captive as the slow centuries swung 
around, out from the altar of His unceasing sacrifice comes the cry of un- 
requited, unremembered love. There are, indeed, strong and noble souls who 
ever think of His Sacred Presence, but count these trusty followers as we 
see fh are there not thousands of us who wander like straying sheep and 
will not hearken to the voice of the great Pastor of the sheep? We are they 
who bring sorrow and anguish to the heart of our dearest Friend. From 
earliest morn when first the east is lit with the coming day until the shad- 
ows kindly wrap a tired world, He waits for the coming of those He loves, of 
those He has begged to visit Him—and yet we do not come. Out on the busy 
pavement beyond the portals of His home, He can hear the hurrying feet that 
rarely pause to stay awhile with Him and He can catch the sound of lips 
that scarcely ever move with the music of His dear name. And His Sacred 
Heart is sad with “weeping unslakened” for His children that “are not.” 
We are alive, yes, keenly alive to every appeal of a frivolous world, alive 
and very quick to follow in the train of the great. world-show as it passes 
by to vanish into thinnest air, but dead to all the sweeter whisperings of the 
boundless love of our changeless Friend, dead and uneaught by the lurings 
of His grace that would charm us to His side. 

Jesus, dearest Lord, shame and confusion is mine,.when I think how poor- 
ly I have requited all Your love. The past indeed has seen me quite forget 
Your Sacred Presence and time and time again go unthinkingiy by Your 
open door, Few are my friends whom I have slighted so, few to whom I have 
given so much pain.

In other words, you should possess good 
health and energy; you should be endowed with common 
sense and have sufficient talent to pursue the studies in which 
the priest must be versed; your life must be free from vice, 
and you should have a strong character. Usually,your pas- 
tor or your confessor will be a sufficient judge of your fitness, 

We speak of the secular priesthood and of the regular 
priesthood. By secular priests we mean those who are under 
the immediate jurisdiction of a Bishop, who are selected by 
him when they are about to enter the major seminary, who 
are ordained by him for his particular diocese, and’ who 
usually spend their whole lives in the diocese for which they 
are ordained, who are nearly always assigned to parish 
work. 

By reguiar priests we refer to those who join Religious 
Orders, such as the Franciscans, the Dominicans, the Bene- 
dictines, or one of the many Congregations, such as the 
Jesuits, Holy Cross Fathers, Redemptorist Fathers, Passionist 
Fathers, Precious Blood Fathers, etc. They receive the ful- 
ness of Holy Orders the same as secular priests do, and, 
while they often have parishes, they are under the imme- 
diate jurisdiction of their religious superiors, who work in 
conjunction with the Bishop when there is a question of their 
having parishes. They live, whenever possible, in communi- 
ty life, according to a definite rule, which aims at the cul- 
tivation of personal holiness. They take the three vows 
of poverty, chastity and obedience. They often do the teach- 
ing in our seminaries, and conduct missions. 

Candidates are needed both for the regular and diocesan 
clergy, and it will rest with vou to decide which group you 
would like to affiliate yourself with. Carry out the recom-

Winnipeg.—-The Most Rev. Alfred 


'A. Sinnot, Archbishop of Winnipeg, | 


ideparted recently on his annual pas- 
‘toral visit to the Indian reserves and 
scattered missions of the north coun- 
try. He will*be away for nearly four 
weeks, and during that time will cover 
the districts surrounding Lakes Mani- 
toha and Winnipegosis. The entire 
trip will be about 500. miles long, 360 
of which will be made behind a horse 
or in a dog sleigh. 
The country through Which the 
‘Archbishop will pass is practically 
virgin territory. In summer, travel- 
ling is made difficult by the presence 
‘of muskegs, and though the region is 
‘dotted with hundreds of lakes, the 
many portages and the thick bush 
render some points almost inaccessr 
‘ible. The only season in which these 
places can be reached is winter, when 
the rivers and lakes freeze solid. 
‘is during this season every year that 
|\Archbishop Sinnot pays his visit to 
his Indians of the hinterland. 
The natives look forward to the 
‘pastoral visit of their “Great White 
Father,” who comes to them to confer 
the sacrament of Confirmation and to 
show his solicitude for his 
charges. On the occasion of the visit, 
each tiny settlement is crowded with
